Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 3-4, 7-8, 10 and 13-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record suggests or discloses alone or in combination that a color 
liquid crystal display (LCD) panel comprising one substrate of a pair of substrates having 
thereon thin film transistor (TFT) elements, a pixel electrode connected to a wiring portion of the 
TFT elements and a color filter layer formed between the pixel electrode and an inorganic 
insulating layer for covering the wiring portion, wherein the color filter layer includes a lower 
light-transmission flatted layer and a primary-color-type colored filter pattern and is provided an 
opening through which a connection portion of the wiring portion of the TFT elements and the 
pixel electrode is penetrated as set forth in claims 3 and 4 or the color filter layer formed among 
a common electrode, the pixel electrode and the inorganic insulating layer and including a lower 
light-transmission flatted layer and a primary-color-type colored filter pattern are formed as set 
forth in claim 17. 
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The most relevant reference, Kadota et al. (US Patent No. 5,818,550), fail to disclose or 
suggest that a color filter layer including a lower light -transmission flatted layer and a primary- 
color-type colored filter pattern formed in an LCD panel. The Kadota et al. reference only 
discloses the color LCD panel having a pair of substrates, the color filter formed on an insulating 
layer covering wiring electrodes of a TFT element and a pixel electrode connected to the wiring 
electrodes through the insulating layer as claimed invention.
